Bruce Cosgrove, Executive Director, spoke on behalf of the 
Chamber of Commerce.  Cosgrove said the addition of Fred Waters 
to the Chamber staff is making a big difference in response to 
funding requests.  The July 4th and Lights Parades are still fiscally 
challenging.  Chairman Forbes asked what the Chamber of 
Commerce was doing to encourage spectators to come in early or 
stay after to shop and dine.  Forbes said it is perplexing to her why 
the parade begins in Downtown but ends at the Overlook Park, 
rather than beginning there and ending in the Downtown or Old Town 
or Old Town parking lot.  Solomon said that DBA is encouraging 
business ‘open houses’ for both prior to and after.
